What you sce is planet enus, now 
reaching its greatest prominence, which 
comes just before its disappearance from, 
the evening sky early in 1958. 

Venus is far brighter than any other star. 
or planet seen in the night sky and there 
is neo difficulry in identifying it Jodeed, it 
can be observed. long before the sky is dark. 
In fact, if you know where to look, you can 
even see it in broad daylight! 

After it passed behind the sun last April 
t4, Venus has gradually been drawing to 
the east of that body, That meant that it 
followed the sun in it daily motion across 
the sky, and so remained visible in the west 
after the sun had st. On Noy, 18 ir will 
- be farther east of the sun, hence remaining 
in the sky for the longest ime after sunset, 
nearly three hours. After that it will start 
moving toward the sun again.

Although only Venus iS peer’ Vasale oan 
the evening, two other planers appear in the 
southeast before sunrise. Brightest of these 
is Jupiter, in the constellinon of Virge, the 
virgin. It is close to the oright star Spru., 
However, it exceeds the star in brillisnce 
about ten times. 

Farther cast is Mars, nsing about an hewe 
ahead of the sun. Its brightness is about 
half that of Spica. Mercury and Saturn 
are both too near the sun to be easily visible 
in Novernber.
